The mere lauding of the passengers 


wu» a problem. 
The crews who took 


bouts to shore were pretty Hurc not to 
conic back. 
The Ohio, Captain Ap Cat- 


<"iby Jones conimandinir, was there. 
Captain Jnncs very kindly invited mo on 
board to remain until Mr. Fremont should 
anive, for F had tho disappointment of 
finding ho was not yet here. 
Mr. How- 


ard, ii wealthy merchant, hud brought 
out liis boiit, and T accepted his invita- 
tion, an lifter so much HCII travel the land 
wns Ix'Kt Tor me. 


Then1 was thun home three or four 


regularly built houses in Sim Francisco, 
ropii-rtciitiiiR the Hudson Bay and the 
HiiHsian hide business; the rest were 
canvas and blanket 
tents. 
Of course 


there was no lumber there for building, 
and then) were not even trees to be cut 
down; nor would any man have diverted 
his attention from tho mines to go to 
]iou,so-)mi!ding. 
A little later, when 


they found tho hardships of mining life 
too great and tho returns too uncertain, 
tho tide tinned, und miiny men came 
back to make fortunes ut steady work 
in building up tho town. Sixteen dollars 
ndiiy was oidiimry pay for carpenters. 
Tho young officers of the army and navy 
there iisiod to lament to mo that their 
business W.IH so fur JOSH profitable. Due 
of them turned to prolithis having been 
on the \Vilkcs surveying expedition, and 
niiuli1 really it groat sum of money1 by 
piloting in the thick incoming fleet of 
vessels of all sorts. 


I was taken to one of these houses, 


which bad been tlio residence of Liedes- 
doi'll', the Kussian consul, who had re- 
cently died there. 
H was a time of 


wonderful cotitmst.s. 
This WDH a well- 


built adobe house one storyhigh, with a 
,ood veranda about it, and a beautiful 
garden kept in old-world order by« 
Scotch gardupr. 
Luxuries of every kind 


were to be had, but there were wanting 
Mime necessaries. 
Fine carpets and line 


fninitiiro iiiul n fine llroiulwood piano, 
nd no house-maid. The (ine room with 
a lire-place had been prepared for my 
sleeping tuom, and 
had French furni- 


ture and no end of mirrors, but lacked u 
lire. 


The .Tune winds wore blowing, and I 


Cell them the more from recent illness, 
winch had left the lungs, however, very 
sensitive 
There was no fuel proper; 


and little fagots of brush-wood, broken- 
up goods boxes, and sodden ends of old 
ship timber were all that 
could be 


had. 


The club of wealthy merchants who 


hud tliis house together had excellent 
Chinese servants, 
but to make every- 


thing comfortable to me they added the 
only woman that could be procured, who 
accepted a temporary place of chamber- 
maid lit two hundred and forty dollars a 
month and poro^iisites. 
One of the 


ptsr(|rtiiiitui» was tho housing of her hus- 
iiand and children as well us herself. 
She had been washer-woman to iv Now 
Viivk regiment, anu^ was already laun- 
dress of these gentlemen. 
She was kind 


enough to tell mo that she liked my 
clothes, and would take the pattern of 
certain dresses, and seemed to think it 
a nutter of oniiwo that I would let her 
c.iiry off gowns and wraps to bo copied 
by her dress-maker, a Chinaman. I de- 
clined this as civilly a.s I could, but the 
result wan that she throw np the situa- 
tion. 


The only really private house was ono 


belonging to a young New Yorker, who 
had it shipped from home, house and 
tmnituro 
complete—a double 
two- 


story frame house, which, when in place, 
was said to have cost ninety-thousand 
dollars. 
At this price,with the absence 


of timber and the absence of labor, it 
will be seen that it was difficult to have 
any other shelter than a tent. Tho 
bride for whose reception this house was 
intended arrived just before me, but 
li\ed only a few weeks; tho sudden and 
great changes 
of climate from our 


Northern weather into tho tropics, and 
from the tropics again into the raw,lrar8h 
winds of that season at San Francisco, 
tvcro too much for her, oven with all the 
comforts of her own beautiful home. At 
a party given to welcome her the whole 
force of San Francisco society came out, 
the ladies sixteen in number. 


Visits in tho daytime wore held as a 


marked attention. I was told that "time 
was worth fifty dollars a minute," and 
that I must hold as a great compliment 
the brief visits which wore made to me 
constantly through the day by busy 
men. 


There was not only gold to be had at 


the mines, but a golden shower was full- 
ing for whoever had wit to catch it. 
I 


heard of many mar,olous strokes of for- 
tune, which caused elevated eyebrows 
when I repeated them on my return.
